DO WELL ouT oF RICE 
AND SUGAR 
Swatow, July 29. - 
The Swatow military and police 
authorities have -been confronted 
with a most serlous smuggling 
problem. - F 


It has ‘been disclosed that 
during the past few Weeks 50,000 
ancks of foreign rice, eatimated at 
$400,000 were smuggled into 
Swatow and Chluchow. Foreign 
rice Bells at-about $7 to $8 per 
picul,. on account of the heavy 
taxes und because. of ‘the - bad 
harvests in the Kaat River dis- 
tricta Swatow depends on foreign 
rice, 


The smugglers disposed of 
their rice at about $6 per pieul 
reaping a rich profit of some $2 
per picul, At the ‘same‘time the 
demand for rice was increased 
because ‘of the heavy rice | tax 
imposed by the Fuklen govern- 
ment, - and also because the 
Yangtae floods at Wuhu have pre- 
yented the exportation of Wuhu 
rice to Kwangtung. 


The smuggling of native. sugar 
from Swatow to Canton is another 
problem “facing the revenue 
officers: ‘For each.sack of native 
sugar smuggled the smugglers 
gaade a profit of nearly $12, as the 
Canton City government imposes 
a heavy tax Qn ‘imported sugar. 
The amount of sugar smuggled 
must, be enormous, considering 
that Swatow annpally produced 
saute sugar worth over $20,000,- 

the - greater part of which 
eked to the foreign market for 
sale. —Wah Kin Yat Po.

The frequency with which 
banishees return to the Colony 
before their deportation terms 
expire suggests the desirability 
of a revision of the law dealing 
with the expulsion of undesir- 
able characters. Scarcely a day 
passes without one pr more such 
cases coming before our crim- 
inal courts, and in the course of 
a year the total number of de- 
portees: dealt with for. breaches 
of the law must total hundreds. 
The law at present allows 
for varying terms of im- 
prisonment being: imposed on 
returning banishetes, according 
to the length of the deportation 
period. But experience has 
abundantly shown that ‘impri- 
sonment is no solution of the 
problem; in fact, for the great 
majority ‘of the deportees our 
gaols have no terrors whatever: 
they are regarded as ‘places 
where food and shelter are pro- 
vided free of charge in return 
for labour which is by no means 
arduous. Not only do these re 
curring cases of returning ban- 
ishees ‘ needlessly occupy the 
time of the police and the 
courts, at a considerable cost to

OUR .BANISHEES 


The frequency with which 
banishees return to the Colony 
before their deportation terms 
expire suggests the desirability 
of a revision of the law dealing 
with the expulsion of undesir- 
able characters. Scarcely a day 
passes without one or more such 
cases coming before our crim- 
ina] courts, and in the course of 
a-year-the-total -number-of-de- 
portees dealt with for breaches 
of the law must total hundreds. 
The law at present . allowa 
for varying. terms of ‘im- 
prisonment being imposed on 
veturning banishees, according 
to the length of the deportation 
period. But experience has 
abundantly shown that ‘impri- 
sonment is no solution of the 
problem; in fact, for the great 
majority of the deportees our 
gaols have no terrors whatever:

vided free of charge in return 
for labour which is by no means 
arduous. Not only do these re 
curring cases of returning ban-
